CRIME RECORDS DIVISION 

Inspector Robert E. Wick has been one of my chief assistants 
during the pressure months and the heavy workload of the past year. He has 
certainly performed in a manner to bring credit upon himself and the utmost 
benefit to this Division and to the Bureau. In my estimation, his attitude, his 
ability and the tremendous results he has achieved in. promoting the Bureau and 
its interests deserve for him consideration for an "outstanding" rating. 

It is to be noted 'that during this rating period, from April 1, 1959, 
through March 31, 1960, he has used 13 days and 7 hours sick leave. These 
absences occurred on 3 days in June and 3 days in October, 1 hour in December, 
1 day in January and a 7-day,perlod in February, and were all caused by severe 
colds coupled with fever or colds and bronchial congestion. With-the long hours 
he works and with the number of times he handles telephonic inquiries concerning 
press matters at home in .the early morning hours, it is remarkable that he has 
not been susceptible' to colds, flu and other seasonal ailments to a great extent. 
•On many occasions, as I knowpersonally, he has come to work when he should 
have been'home in a sicklred. 

During the rating period, Wick received 2 letters of censure in 
connection with handling outgoing correspondence^ on 7-31-59 and on 2-19-60. 
In view of the tremendous volume of work he handles and the^fact that he handles 
additional work.on many occasions when one or more Agents from our Front 
Office are away on "specials'^ his performance record is indeed "outstanding. " 
Based on the record and taking the above items into full consideration, I consider 
him to be highly worthy of an '* outstanding" performance rating in the report 
"v^iiich is attached.

The annual FBIRA field day and picnic last Saturday, June 4, 



drew by far the largest attendance we have ever had and v;as a most successful 

(event from every standpoint* An estimated 5, 000 were in attendance and 
participation in eacli activity was constant throughout the day* All events went 
smoothly even though showers interrupted temporarily during the Marine Corps 
band concert.

We mean discussing what you or your friends will do when you open the mall 
some day and find that notice headed "Greetings. " . 

You may hope that these "Greetings" never come. Or you may be so incensed 
at Communist aggression and totalitarianism that you are half hoping to be prodded into 
"doing your bit" In defense of the American way of life. ; 

In either case, you owe It to yourself as a student to think a little about the 
kind of training you will be given In the armed forces and where It Is all leading, j 

By now almost everyone knows that you surrender many basic freedoms of 
thought and action when you take the Induction oath. If you think It Is undlploxnatxc to 
disagree with some of your teachers, just try arguing with your superior officers, 
once you have been Inducted I 

The main purpose of this authoritarian control Is to overcome your human 
reluctance to kill. This is an unpleasant fact and efforts have been made to sugarcoat 
this pill. But the facts are that you will be shown how to plunge a bayonet into; the 
flesh of another human being, how to break his throat with your bare hands. Yp^ ^^^^ 
be trained to drop a bomb on a target that may turn out to be a home or a school, how 
to detonate an atomic or hydrogen bomb that may wipe out 400 square miles of human 
habitation with millions of lives. 

If this sort of thing nauseates you. It's well to think about It In. advance. Once 
■ you put on a uniform you wlllnot be allowed to express any qualms of conscience about 
the things you do. 

. '.' ';if this occupation could accomplish its announced purpose, ' saving ouxj famiUes 

' from atiack and the moral values of our civilization from destruction, you might think 
it justified. But on occasion even our military leaders have admitted that thisj Is not 

the case.

If MacArthur and others are right, as a draf^?e you will be forced to cooperate 
in acts which will end up by destroying the civilization for whose ideals you are suppose* 
to be fighting.

You may find this hard to believe since you see so many respected educational, 

■ religious, and civic leaders supporting the military effort. But it is a sad fact that the 
"Cold War" has already produced a widespread fear, public hysteria, and pressure for 

conformity. ' ^ ,

Is there no hope then? Is there no choice between a self -destroying, world 
destroying war and supine acceptance of Communist totalitarianism? 

A growing number of young men like yourself have found another answer. The 

■ men, from all religious faiths, have made the decision to become conscientious 
objectors. They refuse to serve in the armed forces and they refuse to make o^^ bear 
arms. Anyone who has a deep conviction that war is wrong, and who objects to killing 
other human beings can take this stand. Section 6j of the Selective Service Act as 

; amended provides that no person should be required to perform military service who is 
** consSicntiously opposed to participation in war because of religious traimng or belief. 
Your pleas for peace are always questionable so long as you yourself are ready to 
. participate in war. 

We can love our country and sincerely work for its highest welfare without bea 
" ing arms. True love for our country does not mean a hatred of others. It is our con- 
viction that only the application of principles of peace, love, justice, liber^. and 
international good will will make for the highest weUare of our country: and the highest 
welfare of our country must harmonize with the highest welfare of humanity everywher. 
Our faith is in security through love, protection, through good will; and for such we arc 
willing to make the necessary sacrifice. We are opposed to war as a method of settlin 
disputes because it is destructive of our highest values and sows the seeds of future 
wars. We feel that true patriots build upon the eternal principles of right which are th 

■ only foundation of stable government in our world. 

Do you have the courage to stand up for what you believe is right? Can YOU 
conscientiously take the life of another human being? 

We are enclosing a copy of a letter which one Friend has recently sent to his 
draft board. We would be happy to have, you join us for lunch and fellowship at 12:30

" I am registering as a conscientious objector because I do not feel that 
'' ' it is right to take any human life. God has given life, and we don't havp the . 
right to decide that other human beings like ourselves no longer have ^, right, 
f' 'to live. 

' I believe that our whole draft system which forces young men to;kiU 
others is'immoral and wrong. The only reason that I have registered at all ,, , 
is that I have a very strong affection and concern for our country and its ^,, ■ ,, 
democracy, and I hope that through love a^d kindness lean appeal to; the good , 
in our government to abolish this law which forces young men to kill other 
\human beings.' I hope that in my alternative service. I can .do those things 
^■which will truly help toward and help create an atmosphere of peace in the 
' world. I believe that those things which do help toward peace can only be 
done in a spirit of love and kindness toward all people. 

How can we expect to gain peace by war? We cannot reap figs from 
thorns or grapes from thistles., The ends do not justify the means. We cannot 
use evil means to achieve good ends. Force subdues, but love gams. ! We 
cannot get real peace through war. ■ . ', 

In our effort to stop communism by force, we are tending more and 
more to use the means of the very enemy which we are fighting against. In ^^ 
our military forces, we have almost resorted to dictatorship m order to oppose 
Russia. The' men in the army are being treated as numbers, and not as human 
beings with their own consciences. The individual conscience ho longer has ^ 
any say as to what he should do or what is right. The individual conscience of 
. each man is forced to kill mass numbers of men (and now also innocent women 
and children), thinking of them not as human beings, but as targets whic^ must 
be shot and killed. In the army a man must obey the order of the man above 
him, or his is liable to the severest of punishments. This is a country of ^ , 
Democracy. Why are we resorting to these dictatorial means to protect it? 

. I have chosen the conscientious objector position because I want to give 
the most of myself I can for the furthering of the peace and good willamong , 
'mankind. I am refusing to go into the army, not because I don't want to be 
killed, but because I cannot kill another person. , ,. I > „- 
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I am choosing the Alternative Service position rather than the non-: 
registrant position because' I want to make my protest in as positive and 
loving a way as Visible. I hope and pray that our government wxU realize 
and take into consideration that I, one U.S. citizen feel that this aw is wrong 
and am willing to spend my whole life in trying to win friends by love instead 
of hate, killing, and the H-bomb. 

On every coin in the U. S. is inscribed, "In God we trust. " W^ are _ 
certainly not trusting in God when we put our complete trust and confidence in 
the military and Hydrogen bombs. Let us really trust in God, and m love, and 
renounce this law which forces young men to go out and kill other men. I do not 
believe that killing other human beings is loving them.

To whom do we owe our highest loyalty? Do we owe it to our^chool. or 
■ -to our local community, or to our country; and in the meantime ignore all the - 
' -^^other people in the world. I feel that I owe my highest allegiance to the, whole 
J human race and to God. Therefore, I cannot kill any. one of these human 
beings who have been created by God our Maker.

This afternoon the May 19, 1961, edition of "Life^» magazine appeared 
on the newsstand which contains four fullt)ages of material relating to the. FBI. Two 
pages, 48 and 49, concernthe New York Life Insurance Company tlnstitutibnali 
advertisement. You will recall that this also appears in the recent issue ofthe "Saturday 
Evening Post" and is receiving tremendous publicity throughout the country. 

Pages 129 and 130 reflect a picture story entitled "Mysteryof the 
Mixed- Up Twins. " The FBI, \which is mentioned repeatedly, is given full credit for 
solving Mrs. Keller's dilemma about the iden^ty of her twins. 

At the' very outset. Inspector Wick recognized the tremendous human 
interest associated with this identification and arranged for appropriate press coverage 
at the time^the -identification v.was made. He furnished instructions to Resident Agent 
Francis X./jahn of the Hyattsville Resident Agency who brought Mrs. Keller and her 
twins to the identification Division. Resident Agent Jahn has been commended by the 
Director for his action. All of the Washington newspapers carried stories relative to 
this matter and gave FBI full credit. The Associated Press photograph and story has 
appeared in papers throughout the country showing the humanside of the FBI. 

Inspector Wick, through a most effective liaison with representatives 
of '*Life" magazine, interested "Life** magazine in doing a story on.thisFBI identification. 
He furnished photographs of the footprints and the birth certificates and. vigorously 
followed this matter. Due to the tremendous amount of material already made up for 
the current issue, "Life" at first was reluctant to squeeze this story in but through 
Wick's persistence, tactful handling which convinced "Life" of the outstanding human 
interest aspects of the FBI identification, "Life" did the story. This story, which 
certainly shows the human side of the FBI, will undoubtedly be seen by millions of

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Early on Sunday raorning, 5-28-61, an explosion occurred 
at a microwave relay station, Wendover, Nevada. Within ten minutes 
explosions occurred also at microwave relay station Cedar Mountain, 
Utah, and underground cable relay station at Knowles, Utah. All 
these stations which were the property of the American Telegraph 
and Telephone were destroyed. Damage was estimated at $1,250,000. 
Since these relay stations are part of the chain which carries 
vital defense con^iunicatlons, their doliborate destruction brought 
the matter within the Bureau's jurisdiction as a possible sabotage 
violation. , 

These explosions caused extreme concern on the part of the 
military and the press on a nationwide basis. The Bureau, both at 
the Seat of Government and in the field, were besieged with in- 
quiries concerning these acts of sabotage. 

A nationwide alert was placed by the Air Defense Command 
for fear there would be other acts of sabotage v/hich would adversely 
affect the national security. Numerous states called out their 
National Guards to protect similar facilities located within their 
boundaries. The War Room of the Pentagon made anxious inquiries 
regarding this situation. 

V^e immediately instituted an investigation with the Salt 
Lal:o City Division acting as Office of Origin. This investigation ^ 
quickly spread over most of the domestic offices and there wore also' 
leads for our Legal Attaches in foreign countries.

PHYSICAL CONDITION AND MAINTENANCE . .. ......... VERY GOOD 

In August, 1961^ Crime Research and Correspondence and Tours Sections 
obtained additional space wiiich has alleviated crowded conditions found during last 
inspection. Current space well maintained and adequate. Uniform Crime Reporting 
Section housed in Old Post Office Building in space well maintained but old and un- 
attractive. Housekeeping delinquencies- corrected or ordered and request for most 
repairs and painting made prior to inspection. No security delinquencies, noted. 

SPECIFIC DIVISION OPERATIONS '. . VERY GOOD 

Contributors to the Uniform Crime. Reporting program are approximately 
8, 500, an all-time high and cases opened to contact police departments in the field also at ; 
an all-time high. Increased work load attributable to e:q>anslon of existing programs, 
affording more attention to determining validity of data furnished by contributors and 
initiating new programs which attest to forward thinking in Uniform Crime Reporting .

During 1961, Correspondence and Tours Section had 419, 360 persons tour 
our facilities for an all-time high and an increase of 29, 192 persons over 1960. As of i

ADMINISTRATIVE OPERATIONS VERY GOOD 

Division has 3 Sections, with appropriate Unit breakdowns, and is well 
organized to handle its responsibilities. Supervisory staff is adequate and administrative 
responsibilities equitably distributed among supervisory personnel. Division and Section 
front offices are giving proper leadership and affording close supervision to operations. 
Procedures for assignment of work and follow-up to insure timely completion are 
functioning smoothly. Inspector recommended by separate memorandum that Correspond- 
ence Unit be divided into two units, a "Special" Unit staffed by Agent personnel and a 
"Nonspeclal" Unit staffed by clerical dictators. Creation of a new Unit would not mean 
any Increase in personnel or salaries but would tighten supervision. 

Stenographic j^roductlon of 2.74 and 2. 5 pages per hour, respectively, for 
Crime Research Section and Correspondence and Tours Section Is below the Seat of 
Government average of 2. 86 pages per hour. Typist production 2. 14 pages per hour In 
Crime Research Section and 4. 5 In Correspondence and Tours Section - SOG average 2. 69. 
Low typing average In Crime Research Section Is due to three employees with less than 90 
days' service. JRetyplng In Correspondence and Tours Section averaged 12. 69% - SOG 
average 9.70%. Production of stenographers and typists to be periodically checked and 
.efforts made to keep retyping to a minimum. Odd-hour shifts reviewed and found 
Justified. Crime Records leads all SOG Divisions In number of suggestions adopted by 
Bureau In first three quarters of current fiscal year.

As of 6/1/62, 36 Agents and 136 non-Agent employees asslgnedtthls

resignations and one maternity leave pending and requested 3 replacements. By separate 
memorandum. Inspector recommended, on 90-day trial basis only, one replacement. 
Crime Research Section had 2 resignations pending and by separate memorandum 
Inspector recommended, and It was approved, that only one position be filled for a 90-day 
trial perlodj Division Instructed to make every effort to absorb work load, and not 
request additional personnel, when employees leave. During inspection. Division 
voluntarily absorbed work load of 3 additional clerical employees under resignation In 
the Correspondence and Tours Section.

INCENTIVE AWARD AND CQMjkENDATION MATTER 

\ Captioned seven-year-old girls were reported missing from their homes in 

Alexandria, Virginia, during the afternoon of August 19, 1962. Since they were not 
located v/ithin 24 hours and were believed. to have been kidnaped, a full field kidnaping 
investigaUon was initiated by the Bureau on August 20, 1962, with all available agent 
personnel from the Richmond Office and 65 agents from the Washington Field Office 
ordered to the scene under the direction of ASAC Harry J. Morgan, Richmond Office. 
Although thorough and wide-spread searches had allegedly been done of entire area by 
large numbers of local police, military personnel, neighbors and apartment managers, 
our agents' at specific instruction of Assistant Director Rosen organized and instituted 
a systematic re-search beginning with all vacant apartments in the large VanDorn and 
Brookville apartment developments. This approach resulted in locating the girls on 
August 21, :1962, locked in the bathroom of a vacant apartment in a building within 50 
yards of their homes. be 

The successful results achieved in this case brought forth nationwide and 
I unusually high praise from press, radio, television and citizenry and certainly added to 
I the Bureau's prestige, thus the responsible personnel are deserving of special recogni- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, April 17 — If little boys no longer dream of growing 
up and becoming policemen, it is understandable. Consider these 
shocking statistics: 

Eight out of every 100 law enforcement officers are annually 
assaulted in line of duty. More than 50 officers are killed. It is 
a "deplorable situation," says FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover, who 
fjcequently calls attention to the abuse showered upon city, county 
and state police officers. 

A recent incident in Brooklyn; N« Y., however, shows that these ^ 
officers are not the only targets of hardened- criminals. 

Minutes before 10 a.m. on April 3* FBI agent John P. Foley stood 
on Fourth Street just off Fort Hamilton Parkway in Brooklyn. He vras 
on official assignment.

A total of 14 FBI agents have been killed by criminals. The last 
I agent to be slain xvas Richard Horan, who vras killed in a gun battle ' 
with an accused murderer at 5uffield, Conn., April 18, 1957. 

Numerous other agents have narrowly escaped death while performing 
their duties to protect Americans from the criminal and subversive. 
Examples: 

•"• A Little Rock agent was attacked from behind as he v/alked along 
a lonely road en route to work. Beaten with brass knuckles^ he 
suffered numerous facial wounds and the loss of several teeth. 

* A Chicago agent was Jumped by two men as he entered an apartment 
building to conduct an investigation. He was brutally beaten and 
robbed, 

* Philadelphia agents entered a small apartm.ent to capture a 
fugitive who a few days earlier had shot and wounded a policeman in 
another state. The criminal lunged -for a gun. An agent grabbed him 
and the two fell to the floor of the darkened room. The fugitive 
managed to fire two shots as he and the agent struggled. The first 
shot struck the agent in his right thigh; the second pierced the 
criminal* s own head, causing instant death. 

'5^ A Portland agent who tried to stop a bank holdup was mowed down 
by machine-gun bullets -fired by the escaping robber. He was wounded 
in the right hand and arm and both sides. Miraculously, he v/as not 
killed.

Complete details were furnished to local authorities since no Federal law had been 
violated and the explosives were recovered by Prince William County and Virginia 
State Police, assisted by the 57th Ordanance Detachment of Ft. Belvoir on 6/10/65. 
Domestic -Intelligence Division concurred in SAC*s recommendations. ^ 




Mr. DeLoach also recommended that Senior Resident Agent Hall of the 
Alexandria Resident Agency also be commended since he coordinatedactivities of local 
law enforcement officers on the day of the recovery of explosives. It is also felt that 
Inspector Wick of Mr. DeLoach 's office should be commended since he arranged for 
a photographer and a reporter of the Evening Star newspaper to be on the scene when 
the explosives were recovered. Wick proceeded with these individuals and local officers 
under difficult conditions in a most remote area and through his efforts, unusually fine 
publicity was arranged resulting in embarrassment to the Minutemen and full credit 
was given to the Bureau in the press for developing the infom^ion^\gfe^^d to the 
exposure of the Minutemen.

This morning I saw Asslstsuit Director Robert sywick of the Crime 
Records Division* Mr* Wick called to editress his appreciation for being 
designated Assistant Director*

Division space in Justice and OPO Buildings well arranged, secure, 
adequate and fully utilized. Move by Uniform Crime Reporting (UCR) Section in 
January, 1965, from third to sixth floor, OPO, alleviated congestion. Programs 
being handled in.UCR Section inttcaately connected with Voucher ^Statistical Section 
of Administrative Division as data developed is stored in computer complex physically ^ 
located in Idei^ication Btilding.

Badio television trade journals as well as magazines and newspapers 
being fully eaiplolted as fiigitiYe puUUclty weapons.
